My  City  Slicker  contacts  led  me  to  a 
Warner  Bros,  picture  titled  Mambo  King: 


Play  Song  of  Love,  last  year's  Pulitzer 
Prize-winning  novel.  Now  in  our  third 
week  of  shooting,  the  "dailies"  look 
fantastic.  Our  stars  are  not  "big," 
although  Armand  Assante  and  Antonio 
Banderas  may  well  be  after  this  charm- 
ing musical  about  two  Cubans  playing 
Mambo  music  in  the  50s  opens. 

I don't  think  I have  ever  been  so 
exhausted,  but  when  you  can  come  to 
work  in  shorts,  T-shirts  and  flip  flops, 
your  meals  are  catered,  and  the  pay  is 
pretty  good,  who  can  complain?  I owe 
everything  to  the  Communication 
Program.  Before  I discovered  it,  I think 
I wanted  to  be  a psychologist.  I can't 
imagine  analyzing  people's  ideas  could 
be  as  much  fun  as  making  them. 

About  June  12,  my  name  will  be  in 
the  credits  for  City  Slickers  as  Assistant 
PC,  hopefully  the  first  of  many.  Thanks 
for  your  help  in  leading  me  in  the  right 
direction.  I know  I would  not  be  so 
happy  if  it  were  not  for  you.

On  Founder's  Day,  poet  and 
writer  Seamus  Heaney  read 
his  poetry  and  received  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Arts  degree. 

Heaney  shares  Helen  Temple  Cooke's 
birthdate,  April  13. 

American  poet  Robert  Lowell  called 
Heaney  "the  greatest  Irish  poet  since 
Yeats."  Born  on  a farm  in  Derry,  North- 
ern Ireland,  Heaney  left  the  area  dur- 
ing the  growing  turbulence  of  the  early 
70s  and  now  lives  outside  Dublin.  He 
teaches  each  spring  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity and  is  Professor  of  Poetry  at 
Oxford  University.  Viewed  as  a major 
voice  in  contemporary  writing,  Heaney 
has  received  the  American  Academy 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  E.M.  Forster 
Award,  the  Cholmondeley  Award, 
the  American  Irish  Foundation's 
Literary  Award,  and  the  Hudson 
Review's  Bennett  Award. 

Professor  of  English  Dr.  Vera 
Kreilkamp,  who  teaches  and  writes 
about  Irish  literature,  introduced 
Heaney:  "We  celebrate  Seamus 
Heaney's  third  visit  to  this  College;  he 
is  becoming  an  important  tradition  for 
those  of  us  who  teach  literature  here, 
and  for  the  hundreds  of  students  who 


have  been  introduced  to  his  poems 
through  these  visits.  His  readings 
reassure  us  that  in  a world  of 
saturation  bombings  and  'smaller 
neighborly  murders,'  poetry,  which 
Auden  tells  us  'makes  nothing  happen,' 
still  survives.  In  The  Cure  at  Troy,  Mr. 
Heaney  describes  poetry  austerely,  as 
'existing  on  a borderline.  Between/  The 
gods'  and  human  beings'  sense  of 
things... always  in  between/  What  you 
would  like  to  happen  and  what  will — / 
Whether  you  like  it  or  not.' 

"Tonight  we  welcome  Seamus 
Heaney  and  listen  for  some  reports 
from  this  borderline  region,  a republic 
of  conscience  which  concerns  itself 
surely  with  the  tension  between 
emotional  response  and  introspective 
disengagement,  between  joyful 
affirmation  and  ironic  self-scrutiny.  In 
welcoming  this  great  poet  to  our 
college,  we  reassure  ourselves  and  our 
students,  yet  again,  that  poetry  still 
matters." 

Lesley  Sweeney  '91,  winner  of  a 
Dean's  Award  for  distinguished  work 
in  English  delivered  thanks  on  behalf 
of  the  students:  "Earlier  today,  Mr. 
Heaney  visited  my  Irish  literature 
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Among  Heaney's  readings  were: 


class,  as  did  three  other  poets  during  a 
Visiting  Poets'  Seminar.  These  meetings 
with  published  writers  have  been  the 
most  memorable  classroom  experiences 
of  my  college  years.  Where  else  would 
students  have  the  chance  to  ask  a poet 
the  questions  that  are  on  their  minds? 
Questions  like,  'Is  my  teacher's  inter- 
pretation of  your  poem  the  same  one 
you  have?'  'Do  you  find  your  readers 
respond  to  your  poems  in  ways  you 
didn't  expect?'  'How  does  a poem 
begin  in  your  mind?' 

''As  an  English  major... I write,  all 
the  time — not  just  papers,  but  pages 
and  pages  of  journal  entries  about 
what  I'm  reading.  In  other  words.  I'm 
being  forced  to  develop  my  own  voice. 
Isn't  that  what  an  education  is  all 
about?  Finding  a voice?  I'm  learning 
to  believe  in  my  responses  because  I 
know  I can  support  and  defend  them. 
Some  students  will  find  a voice 
through  art,  some  through  science, 
and  others,  like  me,  through  a love 
of  language. 

“Today's  convocation,  where  we've 
heard  Seamus  Heaney's  extraordinary 
voice,  has  truly  been  a celebration  of 
learning.  I'd  like  to  thank  Mr.  Heaney 
for  sharing  his  poetry  with  us.  I would 
also  like  to  thank  our  teachers,  who 
have  worked  so  hard  to  encourage  us 
to  believe  in  ourselves." 

Once  again.  Founder's  Day  had 
served  as  a fitting  memorial  to  a 
woman  who  valued  learning  as  a 
vehicle  of  joy  and  inspiration.

Diggings 

Considered  the  author’s  "signature  poem " 
by  many  students  of  his  works,  "Diggings" 
suggests  Heaney's  search  for  continuity 
between  his  poet's  world  and  the  farming 
life  of  his  father  and  grandfather. 

Between  my  finger  and  my  thumb 
The  squat  pen  rests;  snug  as  a gun. 

Under  my  window,  a clean  rasping  sound 
Wfien  the  spade  sinks  into  gravelly  ground: 
My  father  digging.  1 took  down 

Tiff  ffis  straining  rump  among  the  flowerbeds 
Bends  tow,  comes  up  twenty  years  away 
Stooping  in  rhythm  through  potato  drifts 
Wftere  he  was  digging. 

The  coarse  boot  nestled  on  the  fug,  the  shaft 
Against  the  inside  knee  was  levered firmfy. 
He  rooted  out  taff  tops,  Buried  the  Bright 
edge  deep 

To  scatter  new  potatoes  that  we  picked 
Loving  their  coot  hardness  in  our  hards. 

By  God,  the  old  man  could  handle  a spade. 
Just  tike  his  old  man. 

My  grandfather  cut  more  turf  in  a day 
Than  any  other  man  on  Toner’s  Bog. 

Once  I carried  him  mitk  in  a Bottle 
Corked  sloppily  with  paper.  He 
straightened  up

From  the  Introduction 

Nantucket  is  a wind-swept 

island  with  sandy  shores  and 
rutted  lanes  that  run  through 
moors  of  arrowwood,  heather,  bay- 
berry,  and  scrub  oak.  It  is  sometimes 
wild  at  the  surfs  edge,  yet  often 
peacefully  still  within  the  town.  The 
lines  between  civilization  and  open 
space  were  once  well  defined,  but  after 
the  early  business  of  sheep  farming, 
whaling,  and  candlemaking  declined 
and  a new  prosperity  from  tourism 
increased,  so  did  the  population  and 
buildings,  which  invaded  the  island's 
natural  environment. 

This  fragile  outpost  in  the  Atlantic, 
twenty-two  miles  off  the  coast  of  Cape 


Cod,  is  fourteen  miles  long  and  three 
and  a half  wide.  When  Thomas 
Mayhew  purchased  Nantucket  from 
the  Earl  of  Sterling  in  1642,  there 
were  approximately  one  thousand 
Algonquin  Indians  living  there.  In  1659, 
Mayhew  sold  all  but  one-tenth  of  the 
island  to  Tristram  Coffin  and  eight 
other  settlers,  each  of  whom  took  a 
partner.  The  names  of  these  first 
purchasers,  Starbuck,  Macy,  Coleman, 
Barnard,  Coffin,  Greenleaf,  and  Swain, 
are  still  found  in  Nantucket  today... In 
1660,  half  shares  were  given  as  entice- 
ment to  bring  carpenters  and  other 
skilled  workers  to  the  island.  Thus 
came  the  Folgers,  the  Gardners,  and 
the  Worths... 

In  the  late  1700s,  with  the  growth 
of  whaling  came  prosperity  and  the 
building  of  the  grand  houses.  The 
Great  Fire  of  1846,  which  destroyed 
most  of  the  wharfs  and  much  of  the 
town,  followed  by  the  decline  of 
whaling,  brought  the  era  of  lavish 
wealth  to  a close.  The  depression  that 
followed  caused  many  of  the  buildings 
to  remain  in  their  original  condition, 
leaving  a living  museum  for  today.  Not 
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Facing  page: 

Essex  and  Chatham  Cottage  is  comprised  of  a 
joined  one-and-a-half  and  two-and-a-half  story 
structure. 

At  left: 

Remote  fenced  garden  has  a honeysuckle-  and 
grapevine-covered  trellis  shelter  on  the  left.

until  tourism  began  at  the  turn  of  the 
century  did  Nantucket  again  bloom. 

In  the  1960s,  native  Nantucketers 
and  seasonal  homeowners  together 
realized  the  value  of  their  glorious 
open  space.  The  combination  of  sandy 
soil,  warmed  by  the  Gulf  Stream  and 
its  breezes,  the  mist,  and  fog  encour- 
ages a variety  of  natural  vegetation. 
The  early  pinky-white  shadblow, 
crowberry,  huckleberry,  wild  roses, 
beach  plums,  Scotch  broom,  and  rosa 
rugosa  color  the  open  moors  and 
beachside  land.  Through  many 
conservation  movements,  much 
of  this  land  and  its  natural  garden 
environment  has  been  preserved... 

Outside  influences  in  landscape 
design  have  been  felt.  Where  once 
seaside  yards  swayed  with  dancing 
eelgrass  in  the  ocean  breeze,  today 
many  homeowners  and  landscape 
designers  are  feeding  the  sandy  soil 
and  planting  lush  gardens  filled  with 
perennials,  annuals,  and  flowering 
trees  and  shrubs.  Seaside  gardens, 
terraced  in-town  formal  gardens, 
English  country  perennial  borders  of 
clematis,  poppy,  yarrow,  veronica,  and 


columbine  abound.  Gardens  carved 
out  of  the  moors  flourish,  the  roses 
of  Sconset  climb  to  the  sky  on  tiny 
cottage  roofs,  and  miles  of  daffodils 
border  the  roadsides  in  spring.  All  are  a 
delight  to  residents  and  visitors  alike. 

Some  of  the  early  families  of  Coffins 
and  Starbucks  gardened  for  pleasure 
and  even  planted  small  orchards  of 
crab  apple,  pear,  and  cherry  trees.  The 
remnants  of  these  in-town  gardens  and 
many  more  recent  ones  are  hidden 
behind  historic  houses,  hedges  of 
privet  or  hydrangeas,  brick  walls,  and 
wooden  fences.  In  other  parts  of  the 
island,  gardens  are  found  far  down 
hidden  sandy  lanes,  not  often 
discovered. 

The  variety  of  gardens  and  houses 
on  Nantucket  is  enormous.  Starting 
with  the  earliest  houses  of  the  1600s 
and  continuing  through  Georgian, 
Federal  and  Greek  Revival  periods, 
many  have  been  restored  and  enlarged. 
The  seaside  cottages,  the  estates  of  the 
1920s  and  1930s,  eighteenth-century 
whale  huts,  and  vacation  houses  of 
today  are  found  outside  the  town  in 
areas  that  still  retain  their  Indian

names  like  Polpis,  Quidnet,  Sesachacha 
Pond,  and  many  others. 

Walking  the  streets  and  paths  of 
Nantucket  can  give  the  impression 
that  everything  looks  alike  because 
of  the  similarities  of  color  and  texture. 
However,  Nantucket  is  a microcosm 
of  architectural,  interior,  and  garden 
styles — one  of  the  most  eclectic  places 
on  earth... a place  where  past  and 
present  join  together  to  provide 
constant  and  unexpected  pleasures. 
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Early  morning  view  down 
historic  Orange  Street.

44  Orange  Street 

Parallel  to  the  waterfront,  winding  Orange  Street  with  its 
many  historic  houses  is  an  architectural  delight.  Greek  Revival 
and  typical  two-and-one-half-story  clapboard  and  shingled 
houses  predominate  here.  It  is  said  that  in  one  hundred  years' 
time,  one  hundred  twenty-six  sea  captains  lived  on  this  street. 
A living  museum.  Orange  Street  contains  houses  that  date 
from  about  1775. 

This  house,  with  its  timeless  comfort,  has  a wonderful 
kitchen  wing  with  a butler's  pantry  and  a sizable  greenhouse 
for  year-round  blooms.  It  is  owned  by  Virginia  De  Anguera 
Reiner  '22. 

From  the  front  door,  a brick  path  leads  down  through  a 
spring  garden  to  the  gate  on  Orange  Street.  The  garden 
is  plentiful  with  maple  trees,  June-blooming  azaleas  and 
rhododendron,  hollyhocks,  myrtle  ground  cover,  lilies  of  the 
valley,  July-blooming  hydrangeas,  and  a pair  of  quince  trees. 
This  garden  fills  the  space  once  occupied  by  the  old  South 
School. 


The  side  garden  is  a burst  of  bright  pink,  salmon,  white,  deep  red, 
and  delicate  peach  in  glorious  June  bloom.  Roses  include  'Tashion," 
"Polynesian  Sunset,”  "Camelot,"  "Lucky  Lady,"  ‘Teace,"  "Helen 
Traubel,"  'Tiffany/'  "Apricot  Nectar,"  " Tropicana ,"  "Eclipse, " "First 
Edition,”  “J.F.K.,"  "American  Heritage,"  "Medallion,"  " Seashell ,"  " White 
Masterpiece,"  "Double  Delight,"  and  “Pascal."  The  view  beyond  is  the 
busy  marina  in  summer  and  the  Nantucket  scallop  fleet  in  winter. 

A pair  of  umbrella  pines  stand  in  the  lower  garden,  which  is  filled 
with  nasturtium,  gladiolus,  and  petunias.  In  the  fall,  chrysanthemums 
add  color. 


26  Easton  Street 


This  summer  cottage,  built  in  1953, 
is  just  steps  away  from  the  inner 
harbor  with  a vista  of  the  busy 
marina  and  the  Nantucket  Yacht 
Club  moorings.  The  peaceful  garden, 
entered  from  Easton  Street,  is  an 
English -style  cottage  perennial 
border.  It  was  designed  by  Melinda 
Geddes  for  George  and  Jeannette 
Sanford  Fowlkes  '60.  Inside  a fence, 
which  protects  the  garden  on  three 
sides  from  the  street  and  the  harbor, 
is  the  lush  cottage  garden. 

Plant  material  for  this  garden  includes 
red  Galaxy  Achillea,  purple  coneflower, 
Achillea  "Moonshine,"  pink  astilbe, 
hollyhocks,  peonies,  yellow  marguerites, 
white  shasta  daisies,  and  orange  lilies. 
Coreopsis  "Moonbeam"  adds  to  the 
brilliant  July  show.  Later,  blooming  phlox, 
sedum  "Autumn  Joy,"  pink  cosmos,  and 
hollyhocks  provide  a predominantly  pink 
garden  in  August  and  September. 


8 PINE  MANOR  COLLEGE 


The  long  sunroom,  filled  with  chintz- 
covered  rattan  furniture,  is  a popular 
gathering  place.  The  wonderful  view  of 
the  inner  harbor  and  boat  basin  provides 
continual  entertainment.  Hanging 
geraniums  thrive  here,  as  ivell  as  pots  of 
impatiens.  From  a widow's  zvalk  atop  the 
house,  a panoramic  view  sweeps  the  harbor 
to  the  island  channel  and  Nantucket 
Sound. 


Daniel's  Garden 

The  figurehead  hum  the  three-masted  schooner  Daniel  1.  Tenney, 
built  in  Newburyport  in  1875,  watches  over  Hamilton  and 
Ginger  Scott  Heard's  small  seaside  garden  on  Brant  Point. 
Daniel  was  brought  to  Nantucket  by  Hamilton  Heard's 
grandfather,  Karl  Adams,  and  placed  on  the  family's  boat 
house  in  1907.  For  many  years,  a cutting  garden  of  snap- 
dragons and  marigolds  was  planted  beneath  him. 

Eventually,  like  so  many  other  summer  residents,  the 
Heards  stretched  their  Nantucket  season  from  early  spring 
into  fall.  Today  a mix  of  annuals  and  perennials  complement 
Daniel's  blue  coat  and  red  tie.  Early  in  the  season,  evergreen 
candytuft,  red  and  white  astilbe,  and  petunias  begin  the 
display.  Soon  colorful  red  and  blue  salvia,  white  roses,  and  red 
and  white  snapdragons  follow.  White  nicotiana  is  massed  and 
edged  with  blue  ageratum  and  sweet  alyssum,  followed  by 
cushion  mums  in  the  fall. 


The  Point 

Located  at  Brant  Point  and  facing  Nantucket  Harbor  is  this  tri- 
season house  with  spectacular  views  and  lots  of  comfortable 
space  for  house  guests,  children,  and  grandchildren.  The 
Gay  nor  family  bought  this  house  in  1901  from  the  U.S. 
Government  for  10  dollars  and  sold  it  in  1918  to  Richard  T. 
White  for  one  hundred  dollars.  William  and  Martha  Cox, 
parents  of  Heidi  '79,  bought  the  property  in  1974  and  have 
completely  redecorated  the  interior. 

Hidden  behind  a harborside  privet  hedge  is  a colorful 
English  border,  anchored  by  perennials  with  a smattering 
of  annuals  for  full-season  color.

The  wooded  isle  Corfu,  named 
Corcyra  in  ancient  times,  sits 
alone,  peaceful  and  stately,  in 
the  north  Ionian  Sea.  Separated  from 
the  mainland  by  a narrow  strait  some 
millennia  ago,  the  island  extends 
before  the  coasts  of  Epirus  and 
Albania.  Homer  sang  Corfu's  praises. 
Shakespeare  selected  it  as  a back- 
ground for  his  Tempest,  and  Ulysses  is 
said  to  have  made  his  last  stop  there 
before  his  long  journey  home  to  Ithaca 
after  a 20-year  absence. 

Corfu's  moderate  Mediterranean 
climate  attracts  guests  year-round,  and 
this  ancient  land  of  the  Phoenicians 
provides  accommodations  and  ameni- 
ties for  any  pocketbook.  Its  location 
and  place  in  history  make  it  an  island 


of  contrast.  It  successfully  offers  beauty 
and  history  to  the  traveler  while  also 
providing  comfort. 

I am  a scuba  diver  by  vocation,  my 
husband,  Coleman  III,  by  avocation. 

A banker  on  shore,  he  is  my  "dive 
buddy"  and  videographer  on  sea 
assignments.  We  traveled  to  Corfu  to 
write  about  it  and  film  it,  above  and 
beneath  its  waters.  For  years,  scuba 
diving  has  been  limited  in  Greece.  It 
is  only  allowed  with  a special  permit. 
Treasure  hunters  abound,  and  the 
government  is  adament  that  no  arti- 
facts from  below  Greek  waters  leave 
the  country.  Imagine  my  enthusiasm 
when  I learned  that  the  Calypso

Diving  Center  had  obtained  a permit 
to  dive  the  entire  western  coast  of 
Corfu!  We  would  be  able  to  explore 
and  film  its  beauty. 

Arriving  at  the  Corfu  Hilton  as  the 
sun  set  on  the  Ionian  Sea,  we  stepped 
onto  the  balcony  and  the  island's 
fragrances,  beauty  and  serenity 
enveloped  us.  Other  senses  were  soon 
involved... At  dinner,  mezes,  Greek 
hors  d'oeuvres,  caught  our  eyes:  a 
Greek  caviar  spread,  meat  rolled  in 
grape  leaves,  fried  squid,  pickled 
octopus,  deep  fried  zucchini,  cucumber 
yogurt,  garlic  spread  and  feta  cheese. 
We  then  feasted  on  grilled  lobster,  fresh 
vegetables  and  fruit.  After  dinner,  we 
enjoyed  Metaxa,  Greek  brandy,  on  the 
terrace.  (Sweet  Corfu  brandy  is  made 
from  kumquats;  we  prefer  it  on  fresh 
fruit  or  crepes.) 

We  awoke  to  a sunshine-filled 
morning  and  set  off  for  the  Diving 
Center  in  the  village  of  Agios  Gordis 
overlooking  the  Adriatic  Sea  on  the 
island's  west  side.  The  underwater 
terrain  of  this  coast,  with  its  reefs  and 
sandy  bottom,  offers  the  best  diving 
and  loveliest  beaches. 
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We  traveled  along  the  shore  to  the 
capital,  also  named  Corfu,  the  island's 
only  urban  center.  We  approached 
the  Spinanada,  the  largest  town  green 
in  Greece,  and  some  say,  the  most 
beautiful.  On  one  side  are  shops  and 
restaurants,  on  another  stately  Venetian 
homes,  a reminder  of  Corfu's  centuries 
of  occupation.  (In  1402,  the  Venetians 
paid  the  King  of  Naples  30,000  gold 
ducats  for  the  right  to  rule  and  inhabit 
Corfu.)  Different  architectural  influ- 
ences make  Corfu  town  a delight. 
Neapolitan  Kantounia  houses,  French 
in  style,  stand  side  by  side  with 
English  Georgians.  Further  along 
are  Byzantine  churches. 

Nine  kilometers  from  the  city  is 
Gastouri,  a town  of  old  world  charm 
and  the  site  of  venerable  aristocratic 
Greek  summer  homes.  Empress 
Elizabeth  of  Austria,  taken  by  its 
beauty,  built  her  summer  palace  here. 
At  the  Achilleon  Palace,  she  sought 
refuge  from  her  husband's  indifference 
and  the  intrigues  of  the  Hapsburg 
Court.  The  neoclassical  palace  and 
gardens,  peopled  by  white  marble 
gods  and  goddesses,  have  a command- 
ing view  of  the  sea  and  the  northern 
coast.  In  the  rear  courtyard  are  two 
statues  of  the  hero  of  this  home, 
Achilles.  The  first  depicts  him,  brave 
and  noble,  wounded  by  an  arrow  in  his 
heel.  Opposite,  in  distinct  contrast,  he 
stands  eleven  feet  tall  in  full  battle 
dress. 

Our  first  glimpse  of  Agios  Gordis 
was  from  high  in  the  hills.  Noble 
cypress  trees  and  flowering  cactus

bloomed  before  us.  A glistening  sea 
stretched  infinitely,  dazzling  our  eyes 
and  beckoning  us  like  Circe.  The 
topography  and  architecture  of  the 
town  unfolded:  small  houses  fitted 
snugly  into  hills  that  ran  down  to  a 
long,  beautiful,  sandy  beach.  Here, 
among  hotels,  pensions,  restaurants, 
discos  and  myriad  seaside  activities, 
was  the  Calypso  Diving  Center,  its 
restaurant  and  pension.  A family 


operation,  the  27-year-old  restaurant 
and  pension  are  run  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dukakis;  their  son  Andreas  runs  the 
scuba  center. 

Twenty  minutes  later,  aboard 
Andreas'  roomy,  comfortable  boat,  we 
arrived  at  Four  Meter  Reef  at  Paleoka 
Stritsa.  After  hearing  the  dive  plan,  we 
buddied  up  and  dropped  into  some  of 
the  clearest,  bluest  water  I have  ever 
seen.  Descending  40  feet  down  the 
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Exploring  Corfu  waters.

Such  experiences  are  the

anchor  line,  we  swam  toward  the  reef. 
To  my  amazement,  it  resembled  a 
Roman  amphitheatre!  The  coral  formed 
a semicircular  shape  with  ledges 
running  from  40  feet  almost  to  the 
surface:  one  could  choose  loge  or 
balcony.  It  was  a scene  straight  from 
a James  Bond  movie. 

Andreas  introduced  me  to  undersea 
photographic  opportunities,  pointing 


out  different  species  of  fish  and  vegeta- 
tion. A moray  eel  peered  from  a crevice. 
It  came  toward  us,  mouth  open,  look- 
ing as  if  we  might  be  lunch.  I recalled 
my  early  apprehensions  about  morays, 
until  I learned  they  breathe  through 
open  mouths!  Further  along  the  reef, 
we  caught  sight  of  two  40-pound 
grouper.  Dropping  to  60  feet,  we  swam 
with  them,  but  they  became  bored 
with  us  and  sped  off  too  quickly  for 
mere  mortals  to  pursue.  By  then,  our 
time  was  up. 

The  wind  had  come  up  and  currents 
were  strong.  On  the  return  trip,  we 
pulled  into  a sandy  cove  embraced  by 
two  large  caves.  We  looked  for  shells 
there  and  along  the  beach,  but  collec- 
tors find  few  in  these  waters.  Continu- 
ing along  the  coast,  we  entered  the 
mouth  of  another  cave.  Beneath  the 
water  lay  the  largely  intact  remains 
of  a British  ship  bombed  by  a 
Messerschmidt  during  World  War  II. 

We  made  a second  dive  off  Ermones 
Beach.  With  the  winds  and  sea  still  up, 
we  dove  from  an  inflatable  boat.  (The 
difficult,  ladderless  entry  after  such 
dives  is  not  a graceful  sight!)  Anchored 
off  two  huge  rocks,  we  dropped  50  feet 
to  swim  through  a huge  arch,  investi- 
gating crevices  with  dive  lights.  There 
lurked  families  of  shrimp  and  an 
upside-down  crayfish,  a protected 
species  in  southern  France.  To  my 
delight,  we  also  found  the  Antheas, 
the  world's  smallest  grouper. 


Homeward  bound,  our  guide  had 
a delightful  surprise.  At  a small  inlet 
out  of  the  wind,  where  emerald  green 
waters  lay  calm  and  crystal  clear,  well- 
worn  stone  steps  ascended  a cliff.  At 
their  top,  we  found  a simple  chapel, 
bleached  white  by  salt  air,  sun  and 
rain.  In  mid-October,  yellow  cactus  and 
prickly  pear  were  in  full  bloom.  Inside, 
we  were  awed  by  beautiful  icons, 
intricate  hand-painted  frescos  and  a 
silver  chalice.  Each  August  15,  worship- 
pers cross  the  water  and  climb  these 
steps  to  celebrate  the  Feast  Day  of  the 
Virgin  Mary. 

We  looked  out  to  sea  at  the  two 
huge  boulders.  In  less  than  three  hours 
we  had  discovered  two  unique  and 
wondrous  places,  one  above  and  one 
beneath  the  sea.  Such  experiences  are 
the  true  gifts  of  travel. 

Does  Corfu  diving  compare  to  the 
world's  virgin  spots  such  as  the  Red 
Sea,  Roatan,  Palau  or  Australia?  Yes  and 
no.  There  is  not  the  abundance  of  fish 
life,  but  there  is  the  beauty  of  the  drop- 
offs  and  caves,  the  wrecks,  the  clarity 
of  the  water,  the  reef  formations  and 
the  interesting  family  of  fish  endemic 
to  the  waters.  There  are  excursions  to 
quaint  villages  like  Sinarades,  which 
produces  some  of  the  island's  best 
wine;  boat  trips  to  Paxi;  museums;  and 
restaurants  such  as  the  Tripa,  run  by 
the  same  family  for  generations  and 
famous  throughout  Greece  for  food  and 
wine  from  its  farms  and  vineyards. 

And  there  is  Corfu — island  of 
contrasts — the  modern  and  the  ancient. 
They  do  not  blend,  but  dwell  in 
concert,  side  by  side,  offering  rare 
opportunities  to  feed  the  mind  and 
soothe  the  soul.

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1991  Commencement  Address 
Celebrates  Self-Esteem  & "Possibilities" 


Wallis  Annenberg  59  delivers  the  1991 
Commencement  Address. 


Wallis  Annenberg  '59,  former 
Trustee  of  the  College,  editor 
at  TV  Guide,  and  a licensed 
drug  and  alcohol  counselor,  delivered 
Pine  Manor's  80th  Commencement 
Address.  As  her  opening,  Annenberg 
quoted  the  final  line  of  Stephen 
Sondheim's  Sunday  in  the  Park  with 
George:  painter  Georges  Seurat,  looking 
at  his  blank  canvas,  exclaims,  "Oh!  The 
Possibilities!" 

"And  here,  today,  is  where  we  begin 
to  consider  the  first  stroke,"  she  con- 
tinued. "Here  is  where  we  begin  to 
learn  what  we  really  want  to  say  about 
our  lives.  To  do  this,  we  must  learn 
what  we  want." 

Annenberg  recalled  her  inability  to 
answer  that  question  at  her  graduation, 
and  her  sense  that  marriage  and  family 
were  expectations  "in  the  air."  She  dis- 
cussed how,  12  years  later  as  an  active 
mother  of  four  children,  "I  didn't  know 
about  'choices'  and  the  importance  of 
making  the  right  one.  I didn't  know 
about  choosing  'skills,'  or  even  explor- 
ing them ...  In  those  days,  we  did  not 
talk  about  things  like  'self-esteem'  or 
'empowerment.'" 

She  stated,  "We  come  into  this  life 
with  certain  issues  that  are  ours,  certain 
lessons  for  us  to  learn.  And  we  have 
the  chance  to  learn  these  things  over 
and  over,  not  discounting  what  we 
have  done  before.  Our  lives  are  made 
up  of  many  parts,  past  and  present, 
and  everything  we've  done  is  useable 
in  some  way.  Nothing,  nothing,  is  ever 
wasted." 

Annenberg  traced  how  this  credo 
worked  for  her.  First  came  "the  oppor- 
tunity of  beginning  my  long  journey 
on  the  road  to  self-esteem":  work  at  TV 
Guide  with  a valued  mentor,  a "feeling 
of  accomplishment  and  belonging" 
through  responsibility.  "What  was 
really  important  was,  I was  taking  a 
RISK,"  she  said.  Upon  the  magazine's 
sale,  she  investigated  other  opportuni- 
ties and  returned  to  school  to  become 
a counselor.  Finally,  she  combined  the 
two  rewarding  careers. 

Annenberg  warned  the  graduates, 
"Self-esteem  is  not  something  you  get, 


like  a diploma,  that  says/Go  forth  into 
the  world,  you  now  have  Self-Esteem!' 

It  can  be  taken  away  bom  you  through 
negative  criticism,  at  a moment's 
notice.  And  it  is  very  fragile.  But  I have 
learned  that  if  I am  willing  to  test 
myself,  to  stay  on  the  cutting  edge  by 
risking — emotionally,  physically,  and 
intellectually— then  I have  a chance  of 
getting  what  I want.  There  isn't  any 
self-esteem  to  be  found  in  safe  harbors. 
You  take  risks.  And  you  make  choices." 
She  recounted  a light-hearted  tale  of 
"what  self-esteem  looks  like."  On  an 
airplane,  she  watched  the  woman 
next  to  her  tear  the  lid  from  her  salad 
dressing,  pour  it  over  her  chocolate 
cake,  and  crush  the  cup  into  the  icing. 
Turning  to  Annenberg,  the  woman 
said,  "You  needn't  worry.  It's  just  that 
I know  I should  not  eat  the  salad 
dressing,  and  I hmv  I don't  need  that 
cake,  so  I destroyed  them  both  in  one 
fell  swoop!" 

"This,"  said  Annenberg,  "is  more 
than  self-control.  This  is  self-esteem. 

It's  a perfect  example  of  someone  who 
knows  her  own  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses, someone  who  has  begun  to 
question  and  to  look  into  herself  to  find 
out  WHY  she  does  the  things  she  does. 
And  the  mere  act  of  making  the 
choices  empowered  her  enormously." 

"Choices  are  very  important  to  you," 
Annenberg  continued.  "After  all,  you're 
the  most  important  person  you're  ever 
likely  to  meet,  and  you  must  treat  that 
person  with  respect." 

In  closing,  she  added,  "I  wish  every 
one  of  you  Self-Esteem,  with  the 
comfort  of  Connectedness,  a sense  of 
Belonging,  an  awareness  of  your  own 
Uniqueness,  the  humility  to  follow 
your  mentors  and  to  choose  wisely 
among  your  role  models,  and  the 
Sweetness  of  making  your  own 
choices.  Above  all,  I wish  you  great 
happiness,  and  the  power  of  accom- 
plishment. And  most  of  all — Vision — as 
you  survey  the  unpainted  canvas  before 
you,  and  say... 'Oh!  The  Possibilities!"'

In  your  career  as  well  as  in 
your  own  life,  you  have  exemplified 
lessons  that  every  graduate  should  take 
to  heart:  become  informed  and  know 
whereof  you  speak;  find  out  what  you 
need  to  know  and  learn  it;  have  the 
courage  of  your  convictions  and  act 
upon  them.  For  your  understanding  of 
the  dynamics  of  human  nature,  as  well 
as  for  your  intelligence,  wit,  and  style.

It  all  began  when  your  husband  died 
and  left  you  with  two  small  children.

At  Dartmouth  College  you  established 
a national  model  for  the  revival  of 
modern  language  teaching.  But  behind 
your  showmanship  has  always  been  a 
solid  respect  for  the  language  itself.  You 
have  told  each  apprentice  teacher,  "Be 
a firebrand  and  an  actor,"  but  the  flam- 
boyance was  only  a means  for  making 
the  drill  productive  and  dramatic:  65 
responses  per  hour  from  each  of  your 
students.  They  absorbed  your  con- 
tagious enthusiasm,  the  sheer  fun  that 
you  brought  to  the  classroom,  but  you 
still  gave  priority  to  grammar,  then 
comprehension  and  vocabulary,  only 
last  to  fluency  and  accent.  Your  plea 
that  a student  "have  the  courage  to  be 
bad,  to  make  mistakes"  should  ring  out 
in  every  classroom.  We  welcome  your 
reminder  that  if  teachers  expect 
success — insist  on  it — they  will  get  it. 
For  your  enjoyment  of  teaching,  your 
willingness  to  put  yourself  on  the  firing 
line,  and  your  uncanny  ability  to  cajole, 
threaten  and  startle  a student  into  self- 
confidence,  we  are  pleased  to  award 
you  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters, 
honoris  causa.

In 
addition  to  the  strong  support  they 
give  to  PMC,  "Stibbsy"  and  her 
husband,  James,  are  devoted  parents 
and  grandparents,  advocates  for  wild- 
life and  plant  conservation,  and  are 
active  supporters  of  the  Living  Desert 
Reserve  and  the  Betty  Ford  Center, 
Palm  Springs,  CA. 

Following  greetings  from  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Paul 
Rahmeier,  and  a salute  to  the  donors 
from  President  Rosemary  Ashby,  Co- 
Chairman  of  the  50th  Reunion  Marcia 
Hobart  Howell  '41  delivered  thanks  to 
her  classmates. 

Architect  William  L.  Rawn  III  noted 
the  importance  of  "the  preservation 
and  strengthening  of  the  buildings  of 
the  60s  and  ultimately  the  buildings  of 
the  70s  and  80s.

"Running  Free" 

A bronze  sculpture  depicting  three 
dolphins,  the  gift  of  sculptor  Katherine 
Tod  Johnstone  '41  and  one  of  a limited 
edition  of  12,  now  graces  the  pathway 
leading  to  the  College's  refectory.  A 
widely  acclaimed  New  England  artist, 
Johnstone  has  won  numerous  awards 
for  her  sculptures  of  animal  life. 
Principal  works  are  at  Butler  Institute 
of  American  Art,  Youngstown,  OH; 
Mystic  Seaport  Museum  and  Mystic 
Marinelife  Aquarium,  CT;  Royal 
Hamilton  Amateur  Dinghy  Club, 
Bermuda;  and  the  Town  Hall, 
Stonington,  CT. 


President  Ashby  and  Mrs.  Johnstone 
unveiled  the  fluid  lines  of  these  hand- 
some mammals  to  the  May  sunshine. 
Mrs.  Johnstone  briefly  outlined  her 
path  from  PMC  to  sculpture  and 
declared  her  pleasure  in  providing 
the  College  with  her  work. 

BA.  Coordinator  for  the  Visual  Arts, 
Assistant  Professor  Susan  Butler,  and 
Associate  Professor  of  Biology  Michele 
Talbot  expressed  appreciation.  Butler 
hailed  Johnstone  as  a role  model, 
adding,  "The  fact  that  she  is  an  alumna 
and  that  her  work  is  here  on  our  own 
campus  clearly  brings  her  example 
home.  Her  sculpture,  with  its  freedom, 
grace  and  vitality,  is  testament  to  those 
inner  creative  forces  which  enliven  art 
with  spirit.  Not  everyone  believes  that 
there  is  such  a thing  as  the  Muse  in  the 
Arts.  I believe  there  is.  I like  to  feel  that 
with  her  generous  gift,  Katherine  Tod 
Johnstone  is  passing  on  to  the  coming 
generations  of  PMC  students  the 
tradition  of  the  presence  of  that  Muse." 


Speaking  as  a biologist,  Talbot  noted 
that,  each  spring,  grades  in  her  Marine 
Biology  course  improved  because  of 
students'  "instant  affinity  for  marine 
mammals."  In  her  course,  Talbot  said, 
students  see  many  images  of  beauty, 
but  stark  images  of  victims  of  tuna  nets 
and  whaling  ships  as  well.  "Dolphins 
are  like  us  and  somehow  better,"  she 
said.  "It  is  ironic  and  sad  that  we  are 
their  only  real  enemies."  However,  she 
pointed  out  recent  positive  changes:  no 
whaling  ships  sail  the  seas  and  most 
tuna  fishing  now  spares  marine 
mammals.  "I  hope  it  is  a new  begin- 
ning of  man's  awareness  of  the  earth  as 
a finite  planet  with  finite  resources," 
she  said.  "This  sculpture  evokes  sea- 
spray  and  dolphins  running  free.  I 
hope  students  will  also  see  it  as  a 
symbol  of  a new  commitment  and 
awareness  on  man's  part  to  allow 
God's  creatures  to  run  free."
